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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -2, drawn to a method of fabricating a substrate for display 
devices, classified in class 349, subclass 158. 

II. Claims 3-1 2, drawn to a method of fabricating an LCD device, classified In 
class 349, subclass 187. 

III. Claims 13-16, drawn to a semi-transmlssive LCD, classified in class 349, 
subclass 114. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions In 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by Itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it fabricates substrates by 
exposing the reflective region to a first exposure value. The subcombination, which 
exposes the general display area to a first exposure value, has separate utility in a 
number of different types of non-LCD displays as well as transistor substrate structures 
and switching devices. 
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inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the device of Invention III has switching 
elements formed on the transparent plates, in which the method of Inventions I & II do 
not specify, thus forming a materially different product. 

3. Because these Inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group l-lll are distinct and separate, restriction for examination 
purposes as Indicated is proper. 

4. If Group I is elected, this application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

(1) the specifics of the method of fabricating a substrate comprising the step of 
exposing a photosensitive organic material layer at a first exposure value according the 
first thickness and a second exposure value according to a second thickness 
comprising a first embodiment corresponding to claim 1 ; 
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(2) the specifics tlie method of fabricating a substrate comprising the step of 
exposing a photosensitive organic material layer at a first exposure value according the 
relatively smaller one of the first and second thickness and selectively exposing part of 
the layer having a relativelarger one of the first and second thickness to a second 
exposure value comprising a second embodiment corresponding to claim 2.

(3) the specifics of the method of fabricafing an LCD device comprising the step 
of exposing a photosensitive organic material layer in the reflective region at a first 
exposure value according the first thickness and a photosensitive organic material layer 
in the contact-hole area to a second exposure value according to a second thickness 
comprising a third embodiment corresponding to claims 3-7; 
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(4) the specifics tlie metlioci of fabricating an LCD device comprising tlie step of 
exposing a photosensitive organic material layer in the reflective region at a first 
exposure value according the first thickness and a photosensitive organic material layer 
in the transmissive region to a second exposure value according to a second thickness 
comprising a fourth embodiment corresponding to clainrjs 8-12.
